Caerphilly  Urban  District  Council. 

LADIES  and  GENTLEMEN, 

In  accordance  with  the  instructions  of  the  Ministry  of  Health, 
I herewith  beg  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1952. 

As  judged  by  the  vital  statistics,  the  health  of  the  community 
s generally  as  good  as  can  be  expected. 


The  number  of  notifiable  diseases,  excluding  whooping 
cough  and  measles,  was  80,  whilst  the  latter  accounted  for  177  notified. 
The  notifications  of  tuberculosis  of  all  kinds  numbered  42  for  this 
year,  with  10  deaths  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis,  and  one  from  non- 
pulmonary  tuberculosis.  The  birthrate  remained  consistently  high  at 
20.08  per  thousand  population,  and  the  death  rate  also  low  at  10.62 
per  thousand  population.  As  will  be  seen  from  the  table  later  on  in 
this  report,  this  compares  with  a birth  rate  of  16.49  and  death  rate  of 
11.98  for  all  urban  districts  in  the  country. 

The  infantile  mortality  rate  for  the  Urban  Area  of  Caerphilly 
shows  a reduction  of  47  per  thousand  live  births.  The  figures  for 
for  the  Administrative  County  is  34.38  and  for  England  and  Wales 
27.60.  The  comparable  neo-natal  rate,  ie  for  children  under  four 
weeks  20.86  per  thousand  live  births  for  the  County  and  18.90  for 
England  and  Wales  as  a whole.

GENERAL  HEALTH  SERVICES. 


LABORATORY  FACILITIES 

Laboratory  facilities  are  available  at  the  City  and  County 
Laboratories,  Cardiff,  the  Pathological  Department,  Cardiff  Royal 
Infirmary,  and  the  Blood  Transfusion  Laboratories  at  Newport 
Road,  Cardiff.  All  examination  of  throat  swabs,  faecal  and  urine 
specimens,  cerebro-spinal  fluid,  were  carried  out  at  the  City  and 
County  Laboratory.  In  addition  26  water  samples  were  submitted 
for  bacteriological  and  chemical  analysis,  12  ice  (ream  samples,  to- 
gether with  samples  from  the  Nelson  Sewerage  Works  effluent.  Of 
the  milk  samples,  36  were  submitted  for  general  examination,  and 
36  samples  for  the  presence  of  tubercle  bacilli  and  in  no  case  was 
tubercle  bacilli  found  during  the  year. 

WATER  SUPPLY 

The  water  supply  for  the  Rhymney  Valley  portion  of  the  area, 
the  Aber  Valley  and  Nelson  is  supplied  by  the  Rhymney  Valley  Water 
Board,  which  is  a constituent  authority  of  the  Taff  Fechan.  The 
Taffs  Well  Ward  is  supplied  by  the  Pontypridd  Joint  Water  Board. 

The  quality  of  the  water  is  satisfactory  over  a large  part  of 
the  area  and  is  under  bacteriological  control. 

Improvements  in  water  supplies  were  carried  out  at  the  Bowls 
Cottages,  Penyrheol,  where  a stand  pipe  was  condemned  and  removed 
and  every  house  provided  with  a tap. 

There  now  only  remains  a stand  pipe  at  the  Barry  Cottages 
to  eliminate  all  communal  water  supplies  in  the  area. 

After  considerable  consideration  and  investigation  it  was 
found  possible  to  provide  Cwmheldeg  Cottages  and  Fydygelin  Farm 
Nelson,  with  water  supplies  from  the  Rhymney  Valley  Water  Board. 
The  cost  of  this  was  extremely  reasonable,  varying  from  about  ^'3  10  Od. 
to  £ 6 0 Od.  per  house.  This  was  only  made  possible  by  the  co-operation 
and  efficient  work  of  the  Rhymney  Valley  Water  Board. 

It  will  be  noted  that  26  water  samples  were  taken.  Most  of 
fhese  were  from  privately  owned  wells,  but  a few  samples  were  taken 
rom  the  main  supply  because  of  a question  of  pollution  of  mineral 
waters.  Samples  of  these  were  also  examined.  Investigation  proved 
that  there  was  no  pollution. 

There  are  no  plumbo-solvent  waters  in  the  area. 

RIVERS  and  STREAMS. 

The  Rivers  and  Streams  still  remain  polluted  owing  to  the 
activities  of  colliery  washeries. 


SWIMMING  POOLS. 


There  are  two  Swimming  Pools  in  the  Area  used  extensively 
by  the  public  and  school  children,  namely,  Swimming  Pool  at  the 
Morgan  Jones  Park,  Caerphilly,  and  the  Llanbradach  Swimming 
Pool  which  is  privately  owned. 

The  analyses  both  bacteriological  and  chemical  have  been 
invariably  satisfactory.  Any  minor  alterations  in  chlorination  have 
been  carried  out  at  both  Pools  on  the  suggestion  of  your  Inspectors. 

ICE  CREAM. 

The  question  of  ice  cream  production  has  not  become  such  a 
grave  matter  to  public  health  as  in  previous  years.  The  Ice  Cream 
(Heat  Treatment,  etc)  Regulations,  1947,  have  been  the  means  of 
limiting  the  manufacture  of  ice-cream  to  persons  who  were  in  a position 
to  provide  the  plant.  Your  Inspectors  have  followed  this  matter  up 
and  submitted  12  samples.  The  results  were  inconclusive  in  7 cases 
and  the  remainder  satisfactory. 

As  the  manufacture  of  ice  cream  passes  more  into  the  hands  of 
big  reputable  firms,  so  the  control  becomes  easier  and  consequently, 
the  danger  of  infection  is  much  reduced. 

The  Register  of  producers  and  retailers  shows  one  producer  and 
65  retailers  in  the  whole  Urban  Area. 

It  is  a matter  of  interest  to  know  that  a considerable  number  of 
samples  were  taken  by  the  Glamorgan  County  Council  Inspectors 
under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938,  for  estimation  of  the  fat  content 
and  in  no  case  were  complaints  received  in  this  Department. 

A register  is  kept  of  producers  and  retailers,  and  there  is  1 of 
the  former  and  65  of  the  latter  in  the  area,  one  of  which  is  a wholesale 
manufacturer. 


GENERAL  SANITATION. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

The  Rhymney  Valley  Sewerage  Board  and  the  Pontypridd 
and  Rhondda  Sewerage  Board  provide  means  for  collection  and 
disposal  of  sewage,  except  at  Nelson,  where  it  is  dealt  with  by  the 
Council  Sewage  Works. 

It  is  a matter  for  comment  that  the  effluent  has  been  satisfactory 
for  very  many  years  and  in  its  small  way,  the  working  is  obviously 
most  satisfactory. 
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The  sewage  disposal  at  Windsor  Place,  Abertridwr,  was  by 
means  of  cesspits  at  the  bottom  of  the  kitchen  garden.  Modern 
lavatories  have  been  installed  and  drains  connected  to  the  sewer.  The 
same  remarks  apply  to  the  3 Railway  Cottages  at  the  Beddau,  Caer- 
philly. 


During  the  year,  17  cesspools  were  cleansed  and  disinfected. 
This  work  was  carried  out  by  the  Cardiff  Corporation  who  placed  at 
our  disposal  for  a most  modest  charge,  their  ejector.  This  was  proved 
most  valuable. 

However,  there  are  still  too  many  cesspits  and  efforts  were  made 
during  the  year  to  persuade  the  Glamorgan  County  Council  to  allow 
lavatories  within  10  yards  of  their  property  and  belonging  to  an  ad- 
jacent garage,  to  connect  up  with  the  drainage  scheme  of  the  County 
Offices  at  Ystrad  Mynach.  The  distance  from  the  garage  to  the 
sewer  is  over  300  feet  and  thus,  no  compulsion  can  be  exercised  in 
making  the  proprietors  connect  up  to  the  sewer.  There  are  only 
two  lavatories  involved  in  the  Garage  and  this  connection  would  have 
eliminated  the  cesspit  which  is  very  near  both  premises.  How- 
ever, up  to  the  time  of  writing  this  report,  the  Glamorgan 
County  Council,  has  not  seen  fit  to  co-operate  with  this  Council  in 
this  very  necessary  public  health  work,  which  would  be  to  their  own 
advantage  as  much  as  the  proprietors  of  the  Garage. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

The  Scavenging  of  the  Area  is  now  completely  undertaken  by 
your  Surveyor’s  Department,  with  the  exception  of  the  few  Cottages 
at  Cwmheldeg,  Nelson. 

It  is  superfluous  to  say,  that  the  cleansing  of  the  Area  is  now 
most  satisfactory.  However,  there  is  no  doubt  that  the  scavenging 
staff  would  do  even  better  if  the  back  lanes  were  not,  as  in  some  instances 
in  such  a deplorable  state.

There  does  not  appear  to  be  sufficient  reduction  in  these 
temporary  dwellings  consistent  with  the  declared  policy  of  the  Council 
for  some  years. 


During  April,  1952,  your  Inspectors  reported  that  Wingfield 
School  Llanbradach,  was  in  a bad  sanitary  condition.  The  main 
causes  of  complaint  were  a most  defective  roof  from  which  100  slates 
were  missing  and  out  of  14  lavatories,  only  one  could  be  used.  Further 
parts  of  the  roof,  such  as  the  chuting  and  certain  of  the  slates  were 
hanging  in  a dangerous  and  precarious  position  and  in  so  far  as  this 
Council  could  do  so,  the  premises  were  condemned.  Representa- 
tions were  made  to  the  Glamorgan  County  Council,  who  immediately 
closed  the  school  before  the  completion  of  the  Whitsun  holidays. 


There  are  no  caravan  sites  throughout  the  whole  of  your  Area, 
but  the  migrating  population,  e.g.  gypsies,  tinkers,  etc.,  appears  to 
be  as  high  as  any  comparable  district.  The  result  is  that  sites  are 
chosen  where  nuisances  and  annoyances  affect  adjacent  house- 
holders and  cause  considerable  worry  and  trouble  to  your  Inspectors 
and  the  Police.  They  are,  peremptorily  ordered  to  move  and  perhaps 
some  sympathy  can  be  extended  to  these  people  themselves  who  are 
driven  from  pillar  to  post.  There  would  thus  appear  to  be  very 
serious  grounds  for  the  Council  to  consider  the  provision  of  a 
caravan  site,  which  would  be  under  control  and  provided  with  all  the 
necessary  sanitary  appurtenances. 
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It  is  difficult  to  assign  a category  for  the  tenements  known  as 
Pontygwindy  Estate  in  its  northern  sector.  At  the  end  of  the  year, 
there  were  13  huts  occupied.  The  standard  of  cleanliness  and  social 
behaviour  has  improved,  but  the  conditions  are  far  below  the  standard 
of  housing  considered  necessary  by  this  Council  and  I can  only  hope 
that  the  Council  will  regard  them  as  in  the  category  of  temporary 
dwellings.

In  the  interests  of  clean  milk,  the  retailers  were  interviewed  by 
your  Inspectors  with  a view  to  cleansing  their  churns  before  returning 
them.  Some  improvement  resulted  from  this. 


It  would  be  greatly  in  the  interests  of  a clean  milk  supply  if 
many  householders  washed  their  milk  bottles  before  returning  them 
to  the  retailer. 


CATERING. 

Of  the  47  premises,  11  have  catering  licences  and  in  all  these 
places  inspections  were  made  of  the  cooking  arrangements,  food 
stores  and  washing  facilities.  All  were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 
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Reference  will  be  made  later  in  this  Report  to  an  outbreak  of 
Paratyphoid  Fever  which  occurred  in  South  Wales. 


INSPECTION  OF  MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS.

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It  will  be  again  noticed  the  large  quantity  of  fresh  beef,  cooked 
hams  and  luncheon  meats  condemned  during  the  year. 

Your  Inspectors  report,  that  in  the  case  of  beef,  it  is  almost 
invariably  bone  taint,  and  occurs  during  the  Summer  months  and 
what  is  worse,  it  is  the  best  prime  quality  beef  that  is  affected.  In 
the  case  of  tinned  meats,  often  it  is  the  inferior  metal  or  damage  in 
transport.

Ten  per  cent,  of  the  504  manholes  on  the  sewerage  system 
were  treated  twice  during  the  year  and  on  the  last  occasion  evidence 
of  rats  was  found  in  7 only. 


Any  infestations  found  were  treated  in  accordance  with  the 
methods  laid  down  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries. 


PREVENTION  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE. 

DIPHTHERIA. 

No  cases  of  diphtheria  occurred  during  the  year. 


SCARLET  FEVER. 

The  number  of  notified  cases  of  scarlet  fever  was  15  as  compared 
with  31  for  the  previous  year.  All  cases  were  nursed  at  home,  and 
it  is  a matter  for  comment,  that  the  doctors  report  that  complications 
were  non-existent.  This  was  not  so  when  scarlet  fever  was  nursed 
in  large  isolation  pavilions. 


PARATYPHOID  FEVER. 

In  May,  1952,  cases  of  paratyphoid  fever  occurred  throughout 
South  Wales,  extending  from  Fishguard  in  the  West  to  Usk  in  the 
East,  Brecon  in  the  North  and  Cardiff  in  the  South.  The  cases  appeared 
in  epidemic  form  in  certain  parts,  while  the  source  of  infection  was 
strongly  suggested  by  a common  place  of  eating,  such  as  the  cafe 
outbreak  in  Brecon.  No  carrier  was  found,  neither  was  it  found 
possible  to  establish  any  form  of  foodstuffs  as  the  infecting  material. 
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The  whole  sanitary  resources  were  mobilised  by  Dr.  Culley, 
Principal  Medical  Officer,  Welsh  Board  of  Health,  and  such  items  as 
synthetic  cream,  cakes  and  premises  such  as  bakehouses  using  river 
coal,  were  suspected  and  investigated.  Despite  all  this,  the  source 
of  the  outbreak  is  still  shrouded  in  mystery. 


As  far  as  your  own  Area  is  concerned,  7 cases  occurred  in 
Abertridwr,  Caerphilly,  Taffs  Well  and  Nelson.  The  Taffs  Well,  Aber 
Valley  and  Caerphilly  cases  appear  connected  with  the  Cardiff  out- 
break, while  some  connection  was  established  at  Nelson  with  the 
Brecon  outbreak. 


When  the  number  of  cases  occurring  in  other  areas  is  consid- 
ered, wre  must  be  considered  as  extremely  fortunate  to  have  got  ofF 
so  lightly,  in  what  was  a moderately  severe  outbreak  scattered  over 
a wide  area. 


WEILS  DISEASE. 

I have  again  to  report  a case  of  Weils  Disease  occurring  in 
your  area  in  a Nelson  man,  although,  I am  of  the  opinion  that  he 
was  not  affected  in  your  area.  He  lived  at  38a  High  Street,  Nelson 
and  died  on  the  19th  March,  1952.  His  death  was  quite  sudden 
and  the  widow  stated  at  the  inquest  that  she  had  seen 
a rat  coming  from  the  sewer  immediately  behind  the  house.  The 
rat  population  there  is  known  to  this  Department  to  be  very  small, 
considerable  work  having  been  undertaken  there  by  the  rodent  oper- 
ative. In  my  opinion,  he  was  infected  in  his  work.  There  is  known 
to  be  a considerable  rat  population  in  the  Colliery  and  his  work  in- 
volved him  in  the  handling  of  timber  which  would  expose  him  to  very 
grave  risks  of  infection  inasmuch,  as  his  hands  must  be  repeatedly 
contaminated  with  standing  water. 

No  further  cases  have  occurred.

During  the  year  it  is  most  gratifying  to  report  that  although 
the  population  has  increased,  the  deaths  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis 
are  the  lowest  since  records  have  been  kept.  The  numbers  are  10 
from  respiratory  tuberculosis  and  1 from  other  forms.  The  cor- 
responding death  rates  are  .280  and  .028  per  thousand  of  population.
